ROLLING YOUR OWN — For 
years, sales of loose tobacco for 
hand-rolled cigarettes have zig 
zagged downward, perhaps be¬ 
cause Americans find rolling in¬ 
convenient when tailor-made 
cigarettes are so easily avail¬ 
able. Prices for those tailor- 
mades. however, have zoomed 
(In New York, a pack now sells 
from 55c to 65c, in San Francis¬ 
co. 40c to 50c). To fight that 
rise the Brown & Williamson 
Tobacco Corp. has now hit the 
Streets with Laredo, a kit that 
might he called the Rolls-Royce 
of cigarette-rolling machines. 
Fast, efficient and all but com¬ 
pletely foolproof, it turns out a 
filter cigarette in less than a 
minute. Included in the outfit 
are tobacco, specially made 
papers and filters, the rolling 
machine and even 20-butt pac¬ 
kets (which, curiously do not 
bear the compulsory warning 
that smoking may be injurious 
to health). The cost? About 20c 
per pack — a boon to the heavy 
smoker and an apparent set¬ 
back for American Cancer So¬ 
ciety and other anti-smoking 
campaigners.

A neurosurgeon of Philadel¬

The procedure is to inject 
freezing saline solution into the 
spinal column just below the 
skull at the point where the 
pain-carrying nerves join. The 
surgeon said the procedure tak¬ 
es only a few minutes and can 
be performed with the patient 
seated on the side of his bed. 
It is not painful, the surgeon 
said, and almost immediately 
after the injection the pain is 
gone in most patients. In three 
to four days there is almost 
total relief from pain, he said.

Evidence is increasing that 
many health and environmental 
problems may be directly re¬ 
lated to man’s efforts to eli¬ 
minate crop-destroying insects 
and blights with chemical sprays 
and dusts, the long-range effects 
of which even scientists and 
chemists are totally ignorant. 
An instance which occurred 
close to home recently gives 
cause for thought along these 
lines. Scott McGuire, a well- 
known and progressive Wolfe 
County farmer, raises and mar¬ 
kets hogs at his farm near Hazel 
Green. One problem he encoun¬ 
tered was brood sows giving 
birth to deformed pigs. The pro¬ 
blem was passed on to special 
ists at UK who finally conclud¬ 
ed that the trouble may have 
stemmed from tobacco stalks 
which were scattered over the 
hog pasture. Sure enough, the 
trouble cleared up when the 
sows were removed from the 
stalk-strewn lot. Some chemi¬ 
cal—possibly aldrin—in the to¬ 
bacco stalks caused the deform 
ities, the specialists theorized. 
Aldrin is a common insecticide 
cleared by the U.S. Department 
of Agriulture to control crop- 
destroying insects that live in 
the ground. It is widely used 
locally in corn and tobacco 
fields and is widely used as a 
mixture with fertilizer. Aldrin 
has been tested extensively by 
the USDA to determine if it is 
an effective insect killer. But 
have enough tests been con¬ 
ducted to determine if its use 
produces harmful side effects— 
effects which endanger the ec 
ological balance in areas where 
it is used?
